Additional Architectural Description: 


This small rural church building has a low pitched roof with gable returns, the main block of the church is three 
bays deep and has tall stained glass windows. One story sections flanking the tower have been built under hip roofs. 
It has a central double front doorway with a stained glass transom and small stained glass windows to either side of 
it. A commemorative stone is in the tower which reads "EMLEY'S HILL/M.E. CHURCH/ ERECTED 
1790/BURNED AND REBUILT 1807/PRESENT STRUCTURE ERECTED 1855" and another below it which 
reads "ERECTED/AS A MEMORIAL TO/DANIEL HAVENS/1913".

SIGNIFICANCE EVALUATION: 


This church is representative of the small rural church buildings built in Monmouth County in the mid nineteenth 
century. Its location at the top of Emley's Hill makes it a landmark in that section of the township. The church is 
one of the earliest Methodist congregations in the county, having been formed in 1790; the earliest in the county 
was located at what is now Adelphia, and was formed c. 1780 (#1319-1-3). Samuel Emley owned the farm north 
of the church (#1351-41) and donated the land for the church. He was also one of the original trustees. This is the 
third church building in this location.
